ARTICLE I. 


Tue Treaty of Amity and Commerce between China and Portugal, dated the 1st De- 
cember 1887 (17th day, 1oth moon, 13th year of Kuang-Hsti), together with the Special 
Opium Convention attached thereto, continues in force, except in so far as modified by the 
present Treaty. | 


ARTICLE II. 


Portugal sccepts the increase in the import duties stipulated for in Article VI of the 
Peking Protocol of 7th September 1901. Portugal will enjoy the privileges of the most favoured 
nation, and in no case shall Portuguese subjects pay higher or lower duties than those paid by 
the subjects of any other foreign nation. 


Article XII of the Treaty of tst December 1887 is therefore rendered null and void. 


ARTICLE III. 


The Government of His Most Faithful Majesty agrees to continue as heretofore to co- 


operate with the Government of his Imperial Chinese Majesty in the collection of the duty and 
likin on opium exported from Macao to China, and also to co-operate in the repression of 
smuggling in accordance with the Treaty and Special Opium Convention of 1st December 1887. 


In order to render this co-operation effective, it is clearly stipulated that all opium 
imported into Macao shall on arrival be registered at the special Portuguese Government 
Bureau provided for this purpose, and the Portuguese Government will take the necessary steps 
in order to have all this opium stored under its exclusive control in one Depét, from which it 
will be removed as required by the demands of trade. 


The quantity of opium required for consumption in the territory of Macao will be fixed 
annually by the Government of Macao in agreement with the Commissioner of the Imperial 
Maritime Customs referred to in Article II of the above-mentioned Convention, and under no 
pretext will removal from the Portuguese Government Depét be permitted of any quantity of 
opium for local consumption in excess of that fixed by the said Agreement. 


Necessary measures will be taken to prevent opium removed from the Depét for re-export 
to any port other than a port in China being sent fraudulently into Chinese territory. 


‘The rules for the carrying out of this Article shall be arranged by the two High Con- 
tracting Parties. 


The Portuguese Government will enact without delay a law providing penalties for 
infraction of the regulations agreed upon between the two High Contracting Parties. 
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ARTICLE IV. 


Such steps as are necessary for the repression of smuggling in the territory and waters of 
Macao shall be taken by the local Portuguese Government in concert with the Commissioner of 
the Kung Pei Kuan Customs, and similar steps in the Chinese territory and waters near Macao 
shall be taken by the said Commissioner of Customs in concert with the Rostuguese Government 
of Macao. This co-operation is intended to render such steps effective on all points in respect of 
which co-operation is needed and to avoid at the same time ) may injury to the sovereign rights 
of either of the High Contracting Parties. 


_ Special delegates from the local Government of Macao and the Imperial Maritime Customs 
shall proceed to fix the respective spheres of preventive measures, and shall devise practical 
- means for the repression of smuggling. 


ARTICLE VY. 


With a view to the development of steam traffic between Macao and neighbouring ports 
in the K wangtung province, the High Contracting Parties have agreed as follows :-— 


1. Portuguese steamers desirous of conveying goods or passengers from Macao to

2. Steamers specially registered for traffic under the Inland Waters Steam Naviga- 
tion Rules shall be permitted to ply between Macao and ports in the department 
of Kwang-chow-fu, other than those mentioned in Section 1, provided they 
report to the Kung Pei Kuan Customs for examination of cargo and payment 
of duties in accordance with the special regulations to be framed for this 
purpose by the two High Contracting Parties. 

3. Such vessels may engage in all lawful trade, including the towing of junks 


and the conveyance of passengers and cargo, subject to the regulations 
for the time being in force. 


4. The privileges hereby granted are granted on the express understanding that 
special regulations shall be framed defining in detail the conditions under 
which such traffic may be carried on. Until the said regulations have 
been agreed upon and published, this Article shall not become operative, 
and, subsequently, shall remain so only so long as the said regulations 
are complied with. 

5. The Portuguese Government will enact without delay a law providing penalties 
» for infraction of the wewatons, ‘agreed upon between the two High Con- 
tracting Parties, 
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ARTICLE VL 


: Portugal having the right of most favoured nation sienhinent, it is clearly stipulated 
that any advantages China may think fit to grant to the products of any other nation shall 
be extended to similar goods of Portuguese origin on exactly the same conditions. 


It is also clearly auibuieed that Portuguese wines of all kinds, proved by means of ¢, “7, - 
certificates of origin, visés by Portuguese Consuls, to have been im med m’ Portugal,direet #1; ‘-) . a 
ox-otherwise, shall when their alcoholic strength exceeds 14° pay the duty leviable according to' ys J ie 
the annexed Tariff on wines exceeding 14° of alcoholic strength. Wines passed through the 
Chinese Customs under the designation “ Port Wine” shall not be entitled to the benefit of this 
Article unless accompanied by a certificate of origin as above. | 


Conversely, Chinese subjects shall enjoy in respect of their imports into and exports from 
Portugal all privileges and immunities granted to the subjects of the most favoured nation. 


ARTICLE VII. a

Portuguese subjects may frequent, reside at, and n frade, industries, and manufac- 
tures, and pursue any other lawful avocation in all the ports and localities in China which have 
already been or may hereafter be opened to foreign residence and trade; and wherever in any 
such ports or localities a special area has been or may hereafter be set apart for the use and 
occupation of foreigners, Portuguese subjects may therein lease land, erect buildings, and in all 
respects enjoy the same privileges and immunities as are granted to subjects of the most 
favoured nation. : 


ARTICLE VIIL 


Whereas the Chinese Government has expressed a desire that the provisions of the Portu- 

guese Civil Law, which grants Portuguese nationality to sons of aliens born in Portuguese ter- 

_ ritory, should be modified in the case of Chinese born in the territory of Macao: Portugal 
agrees to take this matter into careful consideration as soon as possible, and to regulate, by a 


special law if necessary, the conditions under which Portuguese nationality shall be granted in 
future to Chinese born in Portuguese territory. _ 


The conditions in question shall be so framed as to prevent Chinese to whom Portuguese 
nationality has been granted— 


1. From improperly arrogating to themselves privileges which are reserved for 
Chinese subjects, such as the right of residence for purposes of trade in the 
interior or at ports not opened to foreign trade; and 


2. From entering, while residing in a Treaty port, into agreements with Chinese 
x | while themselves posing as Chinese subjects, and afterwards repudiating their 
fy’ “nek Serer responsibilities by claiming Portuguese nationality and taking advantage of 
oot Ah IY.

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addition to the Tariff duties on all goods passing through the Custom Houses, whether maritime _ 
or inland and frontier, in order to make good the loss incurred by the complete abolition of likin 
the Portuguese Government agrees that foreign gouds imported into China by Portuguese subjects 
shall on entry pay an import surtax equivalent to one and a half times the duty fixed by the 
Import Tariff as now revised, and that Chinese produce exported abroad by Portuguese subjects 
shall pay export duties, inclusive of the Tariff export duty, not exceeding seven and a half per 
cent. ad valorem, provided always that such import surtax and export duties have been accepted 
by all the Powers having Treaties with China. With regard to the production tax, consumption 
tax, and excise, as well as the duties on native opium and salt, leviable by China, Portugal 
further agrees to accept the same arrangements as shall be agreed upon between all the Treaty 
Powers and China. It is, however, understood that the commerce, rights, and privileges of 
Portugal shall not, in consequence of this undertaking, be placed in any way at a disadvantage 
as compared with the commerce, rights, and privileges of any other Power. 


ARTICLE X. C4 od 2 US. rh 1903. AA VE 


- Drawback Certificates for the return of duties shall be issued by the Liesttel Maritime 
Customs to Portuguese subjects within twenty-one days from the date of presentation to the 
Customs of the papers entitling the applicant to receive such Drawback Certificates. 


These Certificates will be accepted at their face value by the Customs authorities at the 
port of issue in payment of duties of all kinds, tonnage dues excepted; or shall, in the case of 
drawbacks for duty paid on foreign goods re-exported abroad within three years from the date 
of importation, be redeemable in full in ready money by the Imperial Maritime Customs at the 
port of issue, at the option of the holders thereof. 


But if, in connection with any application for a Drawback Certificate, the Customs author- 
ities discover an attempt on the part of a Portuguese subject to defraud the revenue, he shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding five times the amount of the duty whereof he attempted to defraud 
the Customs, or to a confiscation of the goods, In case the goods have been removed from 
Chinese territory, then the Consul shall inflict on the guilty party a suitable fine to be paid to 
the Chinese Government. 


ARTICLE XI. CA. ad US, rah ge AA 
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China agrees to herself establish a system of uniform national coinage and provide for a 
uniform national currency which shall be freely used as legal tender in payment of all duties, 
taxes, and other obligatious by Portuguese subjects as well as by Chinese subjects in the Chinese 
Empire. It is understood, however, that all Customs duties shall continue to be calculated and 
paid on the basis of the Haikwan tael. 


ARTICLE XU. 4.41071 Prvad= “oe Ad x 


The Government of His Most Faithful Majesty agrees to the prohibition by the Chinese 
Government of the importation into China of morphia and of instruments for its injection, on 
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condition, however, that the Chinese Government will allow the importation of morphia and of 

instruments for its injection for medical purposes by Portuguese doctors, chemists, and druggists, 

on payment of the prescribed duty and under special permit which will only be granted to an 

intending importer upon his signing at the Portuguese Consulate a suitable bond undertaking 

not to sell morphia except in small quantities and on receipt of a requisition signed by a duly 
- qualified foreign medical practitioner. 


If fraud in connection with such importation be discovered by the eee authorities, 
the morphia and instruments for its injection will be seized and confiscated, and the importer 
will be denied the right to import these articles thereafter. 


ARTICLE XII. Sutra iell, 11S Tail tees Advis

The Chinese Government, recognising that it is advantageous for the country to develop. 
its mineral resources and that it is desirable to attract foreign as well’ as Chinese capital to em- 
bark in mining enterprise, agrees to revise its existing mining regulations in such manner, by the 
selection of those rules in force in other nations which seem applicable to conditions in China, 
that the revision, while promoting the interests of Chinese subjects and in no way prejudicing 
the sovereign rights of China, will offer no impediment to the employment of foreign capital nor 
place foreign capitalists at a greater disadvantage than they would be under generally accepted 
foreign regulations, and will permit Portuguese subjects to carry on in Chinese territory mining 
operations and other necessary business relating thereto, provided they comply with the new 
regulations and conditions which will be imposed by China on its subjects and foreigners alike, 
relating to the opening of mines, the renting of mineral land, and the payment of royalty, and 
provided they apply for permits, the provisions of which in regard to necessary business relating 
to such operations shall be observed. The residence of Portuguese subjects in connection with 
such mining operations shall be subject to such regulations as shall be agreed upon between 
Portugal and China. 


Any mining concession granted after the publication of such new rules shall be subject_to 
- their provisions. 


ABTICLE XIV. “Jeb Tele 29.2. At 

It being only right that the shareholders of any Joint Stock Company or ‘ partners in 
any commercial undertaking should all be on a footing of equality as regards division of profits 
and payment of obligations, according to the partnership agreement or memorandum and articles 
of association, the Chinese Government agrees that Chinese subjects joining with Portuguese 
subjects in the organisation of a Portuguese Joint Stock Company or commercial undertaking, 
legally constituted, shall be liable to the fulfilment of the obligations imposed by the said agree- 
ment or memorandum and articles of association, and that Chinese Courts will enforce fulfil- 
ment of such obligations in accordance with Chinese commercial law, if a suit to that effect be 
entered, provided always that their liability shall not be other or greater than that of Portuguese 
shareholders or partners in the same company or partnership. | 
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Similarly, Wistihienaas subjects who invest their capital in Chinese enterprises shall be 
bound to fulfil the obligations imposed by the partnership agreement or memorandum and 
articles of association, and the Portuguese Courts will enforce fulfilment of such obligations 
in accordance with Portuguese commercial law, if a suit to that effect be entered, provided always — 
that the liability of such Portuguese subjects shall be the same as that of the Chinese subjects 
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But as iiuina Treaty stipulations do not permit foreign merchants to reside in the i intecker | 
of China for purposes of trade, such Joint Stock Companies and commercial undertakings may 
not be established in the interior by Portuguese and Chinese subjects conjointly. 


ARTICLE XV. [W.3 ]rtel= 1¢03

As Portugal affords protection to trade marks used by subjects of any other nationality 
provided a like protection is reciprocated for trade marks used by Portuguese subjects, China, in 
order to obtain this protection for its subjects in Portuguese territory, agrees to grant protection 
to Portuguese trade marks against unlawful use, falsification, or imitation by Chinese subjects. 
To this end the Chinese Government will enact the necessary laws and regulations, and will 
establish Registration Offices at which foreign trade marks may be registered on payment of 
reasonable fees. 


Further, the Chinese Government agrees that, as soon as a Patent Office has been 
established and special laws with regard to inventions have been adopted, it will, after payment 
of the prescribed fees, issue certificates, valid for a fixed term of years, to Portuguese in- 
ventors extending to their inventions the same protection as shall be given to Chinese patents 


in Portugal, provided that such inventions do not infringe on previous inventions by subjects 
of China. a

The Government of China having expressed a strong desire to reform its judicial system 
and to bring it into accord with that of Western nations, Portugal agrees to give every assistance 
to such reform, and will also be prepared to relinquish extra-territorial rights when satisfied that 
the state of the Chinese laws, the arrangements for their administration, and other considerations 
warrant it in so doing. 
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ARTICLE ihr ee Re LST & ve 5 And 
The missionary question in China demands in the opinion of the Chinese Government 
careful consideration, so as to avert in the future the troubles which have occurred in the past. 
Portugal, as a nation specially interested in the protection of its Catholic missions in Chinese 
territory, agrees to join in a Commission to investigate this question and, if possible, to devise 
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means for securing isiemaneii peace between converts and non-converts, should such a Com- 
ae he formed by China and the Treaty Powers interested. 


No person, iste: dann subject or Chinese convert, who, according to the tenets of 
Christianity, peaceably teaches or practises the principles of that religion, which aims at teaching 
men to do good, shall be persecuted or harassed on account of his faith. But converts and non- 
converts, being alike subjects of China, shall conform to her laws, and shall pay due respect. to 
those in authority, living together in peace and amity; and the fact of his being a convert shall 

protect no one from the consequences of any offence he may have committed before or may 
commit after his admission into the church or exempt him from paying legal taxes levied on 
Chinese subjects generally, except taxes and contributions levied for the support of religious 
customs and practices contrary to his faith. Missionaries shall not interfere with the exercise by 
the native authorities of their jurisdiction over Chinese subjects, nor shall the native authorities 
make any distinction between converts and non-converts, but shall administer the law without 
sane f so that both classes may live together in peace. 


Portuguese missions shall be podeaitued to rent and lease in perpetuity, as the property 
of the mission, buildings or lands in all parts of the Empire for mission purposes and, after the 
title-deeds have been found in order and duly stamped by the local authorities, to erect’ such 
suitable buildings as may be required for carrying on their good work. 


ARTICLE XVIIL 


The present Treaty shall remain in force for a period of ten years beginning with the date 
of the exchange of ratifications and until a revision is effected as herein-after provided. 


It is further agreed that either of the High Contracting Parties may demand revision 
of the Tariff and the Articles of this Treaty six months before the end of ten years from the 
date of the exchange of ratifications thereof. If no revision is demanded before the end of the 
first term of ten years, then these Articles in their present form shall remain in full force for a 
further term of ten years reckoned from the end of the first term, and so on for successive 


periods of ten years. 


ARTICLE XIX. 


In order to prevent in the future any discussion, this Treaty is written in Portuguese, 
Chinese, and English, and signed in six copies, two in each language. 


All these versions have the same sense and meaning, but if there should happen to be 
any divergence in the interpretation of the Portuguese and Chinese versions, the English text 
will be made use of to resolve the doubts that may have arisen. 
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ARTICLE XX. 


The present Treaty shall be ratified by His Most Faithful Majesty the King of Portugal 
and Algarves and His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China. 


The exchange of the ratifications shall be made at Peking within the shortest possible 
time, and the Treaty will be printed and published in order that the functionaries and subjects 
of the respective countries may have full knowledge of its stipulations and may fulfil them.

After signing the Charter Party 
they took their copy of it away. 

Hig Honor--You say they? 

Witness said that he could not recollect whether it was 
Zimmerman or Schwartz who took the charter party away. The 
lucia began to load that day. Zimmerman was the man whom they 
looked to all the time, They talked the most with Schwartz 
because he acted as interpreter to Zimmerman came alone. The 
lueia sailed about noon on the 27th August. His firm received 
$10,000 the equivalent of Tis. 7,000 for freight. Sehwartz 
had this money in his pocket for a few days to pay for the 
freight, The money was in a native bank order and Schwartz 
handed it to Zimmerman and the latter handed it to witness. 
The money was paid to witness by Zimmerman. This happened in 
Zimmerman’s house; when he went to Zimmerman's house the second 
copy of the charter party was then given to him. There was no 
change in the charter party. They asked him for another copy 
of the charter party for their use. This was handed to them 
on the 26th Agust and on the 26th they brought it back and 
wanted te make some changes in it. Witness’ brother demurred 
and the Charter party was left in witness’ office; at 6 p.m. 
on that day his brother told him to go to Zimmerman and see 
whether he would sign the Charter party as it stood, but Zin 
mermam wanted a clause struck out, The clause in question 
had regard to compensation in the event of the loss of the ship. 

By the Court~-Witness had already signed the Charter party 
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in his office. He did notwant to write it over again, as it 
would be too much trouble and as the ship had to sail the next 
ur. Brooks--This is apparently a new contract. 

Mr. lamme--It is not a new contract. nn mg 
struck out a clause from it. | 

Witness continuing said that four of them were present at 
the time of the signing of the charter. They were the Captain 
of the ship, Zimmerman, Schwartz, witness and his brother. 

By the Court--Witness made no suggestion that the charter 
party should be signed by Zimmerman also, Sehwartz translated 
the charter party inte Russian for Zimmerman, who told Schwartz 
to sign it as he did not understand English. _ 

Mr. Lamme said that after the charter party had been signed 
ur, Zimmerman wanted a clause to be struek out. 

His Honor said that Mr. Moller had testified that he had 
himself struck out the clause in question, These must there- 
fore be considered the governing eantract. 

+ Lamme said that the document which witness had produced 
was not a ea@mtract but simply a ca@y. The evidence was that 
when this contract was signed no change whatever was made in 
it. It was afterwards that Mr. Zimmerman wanted the clause in 


question to be struck out for purposes of his own. He proposed 
to take out the clause which read:. , 
"Should the vessel be captured or sunk either by mine or 


torpedo, shell fire, collision or in any manner of a warlike 
description from the day she leaves Shanghai eharterers are to 
indemnify the owners with an immediate cash payment of Tl1s.

His Honor--The testimony before the Court was that Mr. 
Moller himself and in his own hand struck out that clause, 

Mr, Lamme said that there was no evidence that Mr. Moller 
had made that contract Mr. Zimmerman had agreed to pay for the 
vessel in case of loss, but he did not want the clause in ques-~ 
tion in the Charter Party and asked that it be substituted for 


& separate undertaking whieh, he sent to Moller Brothers after- 
wards, 


His Honor said that the docament in question must be taken 
&s the final contract. 
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Brooks suggested to the Court to ask Mr. Moller if 


that was the signature acknowledging the receipt of $10,000, 
Bis Honor said that seidathensen Moller had gestified that that was 


‘Wr, Moller on further exeminat ion said that he fade no 
change in the contract. He did not agree to change anything, 

- Zimmerman wanted to strike out the clause. He did not 
know why, Witness struck it out himself because Zimmerman 
promise@ to give him a separate undertaking, Witness made no 
change in the contract of the 20th Aggust. The promised under- 
taking was handed to witness by Schwartz. 

ur. Brooks objected to the doe ument in question being put 
in as it was signed by Sehwartz and was not binding on Zimmer- 
man, The Court would bear in mind that they were nottrying to 
rob the plaintiffs’ money. They were neither seeking to prevent 
the pimintiffs from recovering their money. He had no objection 
to the document in question being put in as against Schwartz 
but not as against Zimmerman whe did not sign it. 

His Honor said that he understood that Schwartz had left 
Shanghai sinee this suit was instituted. 

Mr, Brooks paid that Schwartz had offered to pay T1s.9, 000 
to the plaintiffs and there was no evidence that he would not 
return to Shanghai and defend this suit, Plaintiffs would not 
be robbed, buat Counsel objected to the domment in question 
being put in to change a written eantract. His client was not 
being sued upon the document which Counsel had never had any 
cogiisance of and was taken quite by surprise. They could 
not bind his client to that doeument which he had never previ- 
Cusly seen, 

Mr, Moller, in reply to Mr, Lanme, said that he got the 
document in question from Schwartz who brought it to witness's 
office after the Lucia had left. When witness had compared it 
to the elause in the charter party and found the difference he 


refused to accept it. He never saw Zimmerman after the ship 
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nad sailed until he went to Zimmerman's house after loss ofthe 
iy . ‘Mr? Zinmer ran ‘was i111 and came down in his dressing gown. 
| / Anformed him of the loss of the ship when he said that 
he would ‘pap for it. ‘Hesaid that he had given Tls.7,000 ani 
would pay the balance Tis.9,000. After that Schwartz cam to 
witness's office and offered 71s.9,000 and witness's brother 
refused to accept it. Schwartz did not say anything about the 
contra t. 

Cross-eamined--Witness made no change in the contract of 
the 20th August, This was the charter party under which the 
ship sailed, When witness went to Zimme man's house he said 
that he would @ ve a cheque for the balance; on the same day 
Schwartz came and made the same offer. Witness refused it and 
wanted T1s.16,000. 

How old is the Lucia? 

Mr, Lamme objected to this question, 

Witness said that the Imecia was built in 1669. She was 


@ good composite ship. At the time in question the freight 


from Shanghai to Newchwang was about Tls.7,50 per ton, but 
witness charged Tis.7,. The ship carried 1,000 tons. The freight 
was high on account of the risk incurred. Witness charged the 
market rate or what he couldget. Ships were not wanted then 

for Newchwang, Steamers were doing the rum. He did not charge 
a high rate because he could not trust these people, but he 
charged a high rate owing to the danger ineurred. There was 

no name on the native bank order for Tls.7,000 Sehwartz had 

it in his posket and laid it down on the table and Zimmerman 
picked it up and handed to witness. Zimmerman’ s name was not 

on the native bank order. As a matter of fact Schwartz did not 
purchase the Lucia. Moller Brothers were the owners of the 

ship, There was @ receipt in the charter party fot the freight. 
The signature for 97h 10,000 was his. Witness signed the con- 
tract. in his offiee before the clause was struck out. He 
struck the clause out in red ink and then the contract was s igned 
by Schwartz, Witness did not Zimmerman to sign it. As a 
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matter of fast sieve did not cigs. it. The contract was 
dated two days before the ship sailed. The $10,000 was ppid 
on the 27th August. He received the bank order on the prev ious 
day, The money was paid after the clause providing for the 
payment ofthe ship in the event of her loss was struck out. 
The clause prov idea for the payment of Tls.16,000, They had 
no Other contre t but that of the 20th August. 

At this tage the Court adjourned until Monday at 9 a.n. 

ee Sm ghat, 14th November, 

On the Court resuming this morning Mr. Lanme said that he 
would now eall Mr. B, Moller, but he reserved his right of re- 
examining Mr, John Molier later on. 

Bric Moller sworn stated that he was a British subject 
residing in Shanghai. His firm's name was Moller Boothers; his 
busi ness. wae mostly shipping. He had Zimmerman and Sehwartz 
sinee Juke or July last, though he had seen then before. He 
had @ shipping transaction with them in July last. 

Mr. Brooks objected to any reference to that transaction. 

His Honor said that he would overrule any reference to the 
Unison. 

Mr. Lamme said that he wished to show that the defendants 
acted thgether in a previous matter. 

Mr. Brooks objected to it and his Honor sustained the 
Objection, — 

Mr. .Lamme took exception to the ruling. 

Brie Moller continuing said thet in July last they had a 
certain shipping transaction with the defendants » at the: close 
of. which defendants approached them with regard to the Lucia. 
They asked them if they would like to sell that ship. Defen- 
dan ts came together. Witness named the price adding that his 
mother pais £4,000 for the Iucia about 10 years ago. They 

t hought the price was too high, and proposed to charter the ship. 
By they” he meant Schwartz & Co. They were so long in giving 
an anewer that witness cleared the ship in the Custom house for 
Foose how, this brought the defendants at once to a decision 
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and they took the ship on the terms set out in the charter 
ty. Witness was the senior partner and all business had to 
pate through Manan He wrote a rough copy of the charter 
rty, leaving out thenames, showed it to the charterers and 
edad Wilh eeatinn Sey Weetnd-th0 naan of Jase or Zimmerman 
inserted in it. Witness did this because Zimmerman has been 
introduced to him under the name of Jacob. He said that he 
did not wish to be known in connection with thés transact ion 
and asked witness to insert the name of 8. R. Schwartz in the 
eantrast,. Witness read out the charter party and then gave it 
to his brother who made fair copies of it. A copy of the 
charter party santas to the charterers to see whether it tas 
all right. The contract was brought back to witness's office 
and signed there. Witness signed it first and when the other 
party came to sign it witness asked Zimmerman if he would 
initial it and he replied "No, but you can trust me. Ve have 
had #0 much business together and I can trust you, so yom must 


trust me.” Witness seid that they were young people and each 
owned only @ fourth share of the ship together with sisters. 

Mr. Brooks objected to this evidence unless the Court was 
only listening to the story and would strike it off the record 
afterwards; @11 that witness had s&id ceccurred prior to the 
signing of the charter party. 


His Honor said that he would allow it, but Counsel could 
move that it be struck off. 


Mr. Moller satd that he differed from Counsel that all 
this occurred prior to the signing of the charter. For their 
protection he acked Zimmerman to initial the contrast but 
Schwartz said that Zimmerman was too illiterate and Zimmerman 
said that witness eculd trust him. Under the charter the ship 
was loaded on the 26th August; when they came in the afternoon 
Of that day witness told them that the ship had been cleared. 
They came to ask for some copies of the charter party for same 
Well known people in shanghai and for people in Harbin (witness 
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1 rote ¢ . “out the names of those people for the information 

t pies rt), The charter party was sent to Zimmerman on the 

» evewting and Schwartz brought it back the next day saying 
that it vas a right. Later in the dag witness sent his bro- 
ther to Zimmerna to ask for the charter money. He came back 
and asked witness if he could strike out the clause in question 
as certain partges did not wish their names to appear. His 
brother MKS told him that Zimmerman and Schwarts said that 
the parties for w hom brag charter was intended, did not wish 
their names to appear, His brother asked him whether he could 
strike the clause out and witness replied "Yes, you can do so, 
‘but you will have to get the clause in another paper", but 
no paper was brought back. The next day Schwartz came to the offée 
office and witness asked him for the clause referred to, which 
he was to give separately and this he only braght ground on 
Monday. The ship left on Saturdag and they were powerless in 


the matter, When he saw the undertaking which Schwartzvgave 


thdm he absolutely refused to accept it as it was not the same 
as the clause in the charter party. He told Sehwarts that if 
he did not give the undertaking on the same terms as the clause 
in the charter party that he would adhere to the original char- 
ter party. 
At this stage the Court adjourned until 9 a.m. to-morrow.

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JQUIRY INTO THE COMMERCIAL LIABILITIES 
AND ASSETS OF CHINA IN INTERNATIONAL 
TRADE 


Arrention has been recently drawn to the adverse balance of trade in China 
as gauged by the statistics of visible imports and exports published in the Annual 
Returns of Trade at the Treaty ports. The values, at moment of landing and 
shipping respectively, of the merchandise imported and exported, and of the recorded 
movement of treasure, during the last 10 years have been as follows :-—

There is no question here of the financial position of the Government : there 
has never been any doubt of its willingness to meet its obligations, enhanced though 
these are by the operations of exchange, over which it can have no control ; and 
it has not allowed any hesitation in demonstrating its ability to make. the periodic 
payments when due This inquiry is made regarding the commercial condition of the 
Empire in its international exchanges. To define more clearly its scope, it may be 
said that every operation included in the inquiry is one which, under modern con. 
ditions of trade, will, excepting only for the movement of coin and ee Cause a 
buying or selling of bank bills. 


Foreign enclaves, whether ceded or leased, cannot be omitted from any 
inquiry into the condition of commercial China. In international exchange a trade 
transaction at Canton and Chinkiang will have a corresponding banking transaction 
at Hongkong and Shanghai | respectively and on precisely the same footing; and 
the proceeds of sale of a consignment of cotton yarn for consumption in China 
may be applied to cash a bill drawn for a Foreign navy, whether the expenditure 
of the latter is to be made at Kiaochow or at Chefoo. Amounts for these Foreign 
enclaves are included under such sub-heads as F, f, g, h, i, and ], but for inclusion 
under sub-heads A, B, a, and b no figures are available except those obtained 
from our own statistics of trade between those places and the Treaty ports of China. 
This is the more to be regretted since the absence of any statistics of the movement 
of treasure in and out of Hongkong, to cover the financing of the trade of South 
China, must tend to vitiate the results of any such inquiry as the present. 


With these elements of uncertainty, and in the absence of any power to 
compel the giving of true statistics in a country in which international trade is 
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conducted under conditions of extra-territoriality, any estimate of commercial liabilities 
and assets must contain many figures the accuracy of which is doubtful. In some 
cases a fairly close estimate may be made by careful inquiry, but in others the 
best that can be done is to adopt « reasonable working hypothesis, and on it to 

base a conjecture. The defects of the present estimate are recognised; it is 
presented, however, as the nearest to the truth that can be attained with the 
resources of one office, and in the hope that it may encourage special inquiry by 
others who may have special opportunities for obtaining information on one or other 
of the sub-heads : it is requested that any information so obtained may be sent to 
this office, and that contributors to the press on the subject will send here a copy 
of their communications. | 


Of the sub-heads under Liabilities, the one which includes the greatest element 
of uncertainty is F.—Net profits of Foreigners. If it is thought, after study of the 
details given. below, that the amount stated is too large, it should be borne in mind 
that, in the outgo (commercial China's liabilities), no amount has been included to 
represent the net profits earned in China for banks having their head offices 
elsewhere. 


Under Assets the most important sub-head is m.—Remittances from emigrants. 
While this sub-head presents many elements of uncertainty, it is believed that the 
estimate, Hk. ag 73:990,000, represents an absolute minimum, and it is to be noted

that, of this sum, Hk.Tia 1,900,000 are also included on the other side of the 
account under B.—Treasure imported. Of other sub-heads, ¢,—Land-frontier trade, 
d.—Railway development, ii—Repairs to Foreign vessels, and 1_—Expenditure by 
Foreign travellers, present the greatest element of uncertainty; and it is hoped 
that further inquiry under these branches of the subject may elicit more accurate 
information. Under d.—Railway development, it is to be noted that China’s liability 
is entirely in the future—even interest being now paid out of capital,—and that the 
money spent on this account must be considered, at the moment, a commercial asset 
of the Empire. :

China; ete. On the other hand, it is generally true that Foreigners return home, and, sooner 
or later, take their savings with them. In the absence of precise information we must, however, 
assume a basis of calculation, and that. least open to hostile criticism will be the following :— 


(a.) Most Foreigners invest their monetary savings, while in China, in reel estate 
here, or in local enterprises—shares or debentures.

Brown has never been in trouble or conflicg with the 
Police sinee the B, M. ©. took over the administration of the 
Settlement from the Military Police in 1902, 

Brown was here, in Tientsin, mixed up in business 
with Schwartz, the latter was to be seen serving in Brown's Bar, 
and at a public entertainment that Brown eatered for Schwartz 
was also very much in evidence at. 

While on the subject of Sehwartz I will give you an 
outline of the eharester handed over by the German Military 
Police when handing over a Part of the settlement they policed 
up to the present administration. 

Schwartz:- was first yay in Caleutta; too{girl from 
Singapore and left her at Port Said after having robbed her of 
$5,000, went to Calcutta, and then to Alexandria where was 
arrested by the Austrian Consul who had him imprismed, he 
escaped from Alexandria and went back to Calcutta, the Authori- 
ties compelled him to leave, never to beturnt he then went to 
Buenos Ayres and bought a girl from Buenos Ayres called Carmen, 
who is a native of South America, and established her in a house 
of illfam in the Taku Road, known as #6; this girl it is rumoured 
made a great deal of money, in fact it has been stated that the 


amount ran well into five figures, this money or great part of 
it, the girl Carmen stated, was appropriated by Schwartz, who 

went from Tientsin to Shanghai and opened another house, known

AC onorable Francis B. Loomis, 


I have the honor to inform you that the various 
Consular Courts have of late encountered difficulty 
in establishing the nationality of foreigners charged 
with crimes by the Municipality. Bad characters whom 
the Police wish to prosecute have discovered that it is 
to their advantage to disguise their true nationality, 
end in this way create delay, if not actually obtain 
freedom from trial. The matter is one of great im- 
portance, and this Consular Court has been concerned 
in three cases during the short term of my service. 
Of these. the case of Brown, which I am about to des- 
eribe, is the most perplexing, and in this I have felt 
the necessity of taking e strong stand, pending the re- 
 ceipt of instructions from the Department, and I trust 
When the very exasperating clroumstences are considered, 
my action will npetere 750 Department's approval. 
J. H, cred ans suns in the North of China as a 
resident of Tientsin in 1900. He established a saloon 
there, which was largely patronized by the German soldiers. 


Brown made e large amount of money from this venture, and 


finally began to contract with the German Army for the 
supplying 


supplying of provisions. After Brown had made consider- 
able money in these contracts,he bribed, it is report- 
ed, a German Paymaster, was detected, and from that time 

on not permitted to tender. The German officer was sen- < 
tenced to a long term of imprisonment. Brown then ap- 


peared in Peking where, it is reported, he financed a 


house of prostitution, end he later opened a similer es- 


tablishment in Tientsin. Brown was thought to be in 
Tientsin a German or Russian Jew. He later associated 
himself in business with a man by the name of Schwartz. 
The German Municipal Police have given this latter in- 
dividual a very bad reputation. He solaeresa for a 
house of ill-fame in Calcutta, robbed a prostitute of 
$5000, and was arrested by the Austrian Const,” We 
had him imprisoned at Alexandria. He was later banish- 
ed from Calcutta, and eventually brought up in Shanghai, 
where he established a house of ill-fame. 

Brown came to Shanghai in 1903 and constructed a 
very fine house of amusement called the Alhambra. 
This wes opened to the public last summer as a gambling 
and drinking house. It is a prominent place for the 
foreign prostitutes of Shanghai. Brawls and fights 
there are of frequent occurrence, and the place is thor- 
oughly disreputable. Brown first had the Alhambra re- 
gistered as Argentine property, as the Argentine Repub-

lic had no laws against gambling. The Spanish Consul- 
ate represents this country in Shanghai, and the Munici- 
pal Police attempted to prosecute Brown through that 
Consulate. After the matter had been in the Spanish 
Court for some time, Brown claimed that he had sublet 
the property to an Italian, and again declared that 


there 


ites 


was a Spanish subject interested. It then became 


very evident that Brown was shifting the responsibi- 
lity to various "Men of Straw", with the idea of delay- 
ing action. As Brown was well known to be the owner 
of the building end its virtual proprietor, and as it 
was reported that he wes an American, Consul General 
Goodnow permitted the Police to bring the matter into 
our Court. Brown was not registered in this Consul- 
ete, nor could we find that he was registered in our 
Consulates elsewhere. He had made a statement (which 
will appear later) that justified Mr. Goodnow in issu- 
ing the warrant. ! 

Brown and his attorney, Mr. Musso, appeared at 
the Court on the 5th of October, 1904, and Brown was 
there charged with being the owner of the Alhambra, and 
allowing it to be conducted in a disorderly manner. Mir. 
Musso declared (3) that his client was not under the 
jurisdiction of the American Court; (2) that his 
client had no Consul in Shanghai. Mr. Goodnow, act- 
ing as Judge, said that Brown had stated in this Con- 
sulate the eas before, in the presence of Mr. Arnold, 
the Deputy Consul-General, that he wes a naturalized 
American citizen, and had been naturalized by Judge 
Pendergast at Chicago in October 1888. Brown angwer- 

* ed (3) that he did not tell the truth on that occasion. 
Mr. Musso said that Brown had been willing to admit the 
Jurisdiction of the American Court in a previous case (4) 
as he was without a Consul in Shanghai. He (5) lately 
had understood that a Consulate of his country had been 
established here and a Consul appointed. 


The case was then remanded for a few days to permit 


further enquiries to be made by the Judge as to the 
‘nationality 
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nations ity of Brown. “On the occasion of the second 


sitting Brown egein took the stend that he was not an 


American, and, therefore, that the American Court had 


no jurisdiction over him. The Judge then called on 

him to sign a certificate to that effect, which he did 

in these words: (6) "I hereby certify that I was not born 
in the United States of America, and I further certify 
that I have dived in the United States several years, 

but I have no proof that I am a citizen thereof." This 
act on the part of Mr- Brown, following as it did the un- 
contradicted statements made by his authorized attorney 

in the presence of Brown in the American Court on the 5th 
of October, was conclusive proof that Brown denied Amer~- 
ican nationality, and, therefore, this court had no op- 
tion but to dismiss hin. In addition to the evidence 
above mentioned, which is on record in this court, Brown 
was questioned in the court room by the Judge, in the pre- 
sence of two foreign officers of the Shanghai uieivetity. 
as to whether he was an American or not. He was called 
upon to answer “Yes” or "No." His reply was emphaticai- 


ly given (7) "No." I enclose the sworn statement of one 


of the Municipal officers mentioned.

Brown. As Brown had stated in the presence of Consul

General Goodnow that he hed been born in Germany, he was 


brought before the German Consul charged with gambling. 
When the day for the hearing arrived it was found that 


Brown had fled from Shanghai under the assumed name of 
Pearce 
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Pearce. Dr. Knappe, the German Consul-Generel, ad- 
dressed me a letter of enquiry as to whether I recogn- 
ized Brown to = an en es thaen or not, to which 
I replied as follows:- | 

"Sir and Dear Colleague,-In reply to your two com- 
munications of yesterday's date, in which you inform me 
the Mr. G. D. Musso has addressed a letter to you where- 
in he stated that Mr. J. H. Brown, who is connected with 
the Alhambra case, is & naturalized American citizen, 

I would state that this Consular Court possesses a de- 
cleration Wnewhich Mr. Brown declares that he ‘was not 
born in the United States of America’ and has ‘no proof 
that he is a citizen thereof.’ 

There was no statement to the effect that he possess- 
ed evidence of his nationality which if time were given 
him he could produce, but instead the definite, emphatic 
statement that ‘I have lived in the United States several 
years, but I have no proof that I am a citizen thereof.’ 
I therefore feel that this Consular Court is in no way 
concerned in the'Alhambra Case,' and I accordingly have 
no objections to the trial of Mr. Brown being held in 
your Consular Court." 


The German Consular Court accordingly tried Brown, 


and he was found guilty of permitting gambling at the 


Alhambra on various dates, and fined 5000 marks and the 
gambling apparatus confiscated. Brown then went from 
Shanghai to Manila, where he obtain from Hon. take E, 
Wright, Civil Governor, an American Passport. ‘He i ghow 
‘dm Shanghai again, and has presented at this Consulate. 
his passport and demands the protection of this court. 
As he refused definitely to recognise the jurisdiction 
of this court as above described, I have denied him the 


protection of this Consulate, pending the receipt of

Brown, who before the above was found out, was held to be a 
smart contractor by the German forces, and who practically 
supplied all the wants of the German troops, was informed 
that it was useless for him to make s single Tender after 
wheat had occurred; Brown then went to Shanghai and was 
away some time, he was back in Tientsin about two months 
ago, stayed a short time and then went back to Shanghai. 

It is rumoured here that Brown has parted with his interest 
in the Tientsin saloon. 

Itis rumoured that Brown financed an American girl | 
called Frankie, to enable her to open a house in Peking, 
also that he did the same for a girl to open a house in the 
French Concession, Tientsin; this is merely rumour and as 
the places are not in my jurisdiction, I have not tvoubled 
about verifying the same.

Brown was here in Tientsin mixed up in business with 
Schwartz, the latter was to be seen serving in Brown's bar, 
pe at a public enterteinment that Brown catered for 
“gombatte was also very much in evidence at. 

While on the subject of Schwartz I will give you an 
outline of the character handed over by the German Municipal 
' Police when handing over a part of the settlement they 
policed up to the present administration. / 

Schwartz:- was first Pimp in Calcutta, took girl in 
Singapore and left her in Port Said after having robbed 
her of $5000, went to Caltutta, and then to Alexandria where 
he was arrested by the Austrian Consul who had him impri- 
soned, he escaped from Blexandria and went back to Calcutta, 
the Authorities compelled him to leave, never to return; 
he then went to Buenos Ayres and brought a girl from Buenos 
Ayres called Carmen, who is a native of South America, and 
established her in a house of illfame in Taku Road, known 
as No. 6. This girl it is rumoured made a great deal of 
money, in fact it is stated that the amount ran well into 
five figures, this money or greater part of it, the girl 
Carmen states, was appropriated by Schwarts who went from 
Tientsin to Shanghai and opened another house, known I 
think as No. 10. 

Tientsin: About the middle of 1901 a foreigner 
turned up in Tientsin and made & charge against Schwartz for 


embezzlement, the charge was thet Schwartz had embezzled 
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the compleinant of more than 100 pounds in Alexandria, 


and that the man had traced him to Tientsin where the

I have the honor to inform you that I telegraphed 
you on January 30th, which I have confirmed in a separ- 
ate despatch, to the effect that a British subject, 
William Ayres, who held an honorable discharge from the 
American Army, had been charged with obscene libel at 
the British Consular Court, and that he had fled to Hon- 
olulu to obtain finel pepers. 

The details are as follows: Upon the hearing of an 
application made tu Sir Hiram WALEINSOR, 18 chambers in 
the British Supreme Vourt for China and Korea, for leave 
to institute a criminal prosecution of obscene libel 
in his newspaper "The Bund,” Mr. Ayres claimed to be an 
American citizen, on the ground that he had served in the 
american Army, and before having been enrolled, had sworn. 
allegiance to the United States Government. Ayres pro- 
duced in support of his statement an honorable discharge 
from the Army, and Judge Wilkinson declared that it would 
Sppear that Mr. Ayres had some claim to citizenship, and 
until the merits of that claim were determined by the Amer- 


ican Consul-General, the British Court would not exercige 


jurisdiction over lr. Ayres. On this having been repre- 


sented to me I called Mr. Ayres to the Consulate, and 
obtained 


obtained from him this affidavit: “William Herbert Me1- 
ton Ayres, being first duly sworn, says: Thet he was born 
in Norwich, England; that he enlisted in the end Unites 
States Corps of Engineers on the end dey of July 1898 at 
San Frencisco, Balifornia, U. S. A.; that he wes honor- 
ably discharged at the Presidio, San Francisco, on the 16th 
of May 1899; thet final pepers of citigenship were never 
taken out, but that he believes himself entitleé to such 
papers upon presentation of his final discharge to the pro- 
per authorities."

After coming into possession of this affidavit, I 
wrote Ayres es follows under date of January 20th 1908:- 
“Herbert Melton.Ayres, Esq., 

Shanghai. 

Sir,-Your sworn statement relative to your present nation- 
ality has been handed me by the Clerk of the Court. I 
note that you were born in Norwich, England; that you en- 
listed in the United States Volunteer Corps of Engineers; 
and that you were honorably discharged on the 16th of May, 
1899: that naturalization papers were never taken out by 
you, but thet you are of opinion that upon presentetion of 
your discharge from the Army final pepers will be given you- 

Your contention is only partially correct. Aliens, 
who have enlisted, and who have been honorable diseharged 
from the U. S. Army, may be admitted to citizenship without 
any previous declaration ofintention. Mere service and 
discharge do not naturalize the party, but ere only part of 


the evidence on which naturalization may be granted. The 
alien

alien wore ser can only avail himself of the privileges of 
the above: laws by personal application to one of the Amer- . 
ican courts in’ which such powers are vested. A residence 
in the country as a soldier does not make you a citizen. 

If you desire to obtain naturalization it will be neces- 
sary for you to apply to one of the home courts. You 

will si required to prove one year's residence in the Unit- 
ed States previous to your application. Although certain 
judicial powers are conferred on the American Consular of- 


ficers in China, they cannot naturalize aliens. Ll am con- 


sequently obliged to refuse you recognition as an American 


citizen. 


You are wrong in your Contention that in making your 
declatation of intention you renounced all allegiance to 
your former Sovereign. American law certainly does not 


place such a construction on this act. Van Dyne, in his 


book entitled ‘Citizenship of the United States,' says: 


"A mere declaration of intention does not confer citizen- 


ship upon the declerent. & declaration is merely an ex- 


pression of purpose, and has not the effect either of natur-

The contents of the above letter wem commnicatei to a 


the British Cou rt, and as a result permission was given 
by it to the Municipality to institute a criminal prosecu- 
tion of Ayres. A warrant was issued for the arrest of Ayres 


when it was found thet he had fled from Shanghai, and it is 


reported by his friends that he has gone to Hondlalu in | 
order 
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order to obtain his final papers. I observe that aliens 


applying for naturalization are obliged to prove that they 
are of good repute, and it would appear to me that the con- 
auct of Ayres during his residence in Shanghai has been such 
that the Government would be justified in refusing him finel 
papers. Some six months ago Ayres commenced the publica- 
tion of a weekly paper in English called "The Bund." It 
was filled with the gossip of prostitute houses, and every 
issue containea a number of indecent paragraphs. The 

lewd jokes, whieh thus obtained circulation, were so ahd ie- 
guised, that the paper became & subject of mech adverse com- 
ment, and much concern was expressed by family men, for fear 


that it would come into the possession of their children. 


It was sold by Chinese newsboys throughout the city as pub- 
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liely as were the other Journals issued in Shanghai. 
Ayres hes always claimed to be a britisher, and his 
denial of the jurisdiction of the British Court came as a 
great surprise to everyone. Ayres was somewhat of an ath- 
lete, and was the member of a British Walking Team which, 

in a contest with other nationalities, won a trophy. Ayres 
has never evidenced any desire to be an American, nor cen l 


find that he had declered to anyone thet his nationality was 


other than British. it was very evident, therefore, that 
the position he took in connection with this trial was merely 
to gain time in order thet he might flee from the city. 


faking into consideration that his aim in claiming 
American nationality was merely to defeat the ends of jus- 
tice, it would be very desirable, if the laws of our country 
permit, to refuse him his second papers.

I have the honor to enclose a letter which I 
have received from a German firm here regarding the 
advisability of esteblishing a consular agency at 
Tsingtao, the German port in Shantung province. 

_ AS you are doubtless aware, Tsingtao is a very 
finely constructed city, somewhat on the lines of 
Dalny, and possesses considerable trade which, owing 
to the railway and shipping facilities, is showing a 
large annual increase. There is quite a large ship- 
ment of Strawbraid from Tsingtao to America, and as the 
Tsingtao firms are anxious to ship direct, they com- 
plain very mch of the necessity of appointing an 
agent in Shanghai or Chefoo, in order to have their 
invoices certified. The consumption of American goods 
in Tsingtao is increasing rapidly, and Tsingtao would 
&ppear to me to be one of the most importent commer- 
cial points in China. 

+ believe Mr. Anderson, of Hangchow, will agree 
with me, when I Say that Hangchow does not appear 
to be a place requiring a consulate or even a cong = 
lar agency. While there ere a number of missionaries 
residing in that district they rarely neeé consular 
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assistance, and, owing to the short distance be 
Hangchow and Shanghei, that assistance can be render= ie 
ed them by this office with very little ineonvenience 


either to them or us. 

Ningpo, which has a Sebel settlement of American 
missionaries than Hangchow, is at present in the con- e 
suler district of Hangchow, but it is more easily reached 
from Shanghai than from Hangchow, the journey being a 
shorter one, and passenger boats more frequently av- 
ailable than from the latter city. 

At the time when it was. suggested thet Hangchow 
be made a consulate, the missionaries were somewhat 
disturbed owing to the Boxer war, and Mr. Goodnow who, 
I believe, made the original recommendation, informed 
me a& few months ago that the necessity of a Consul- 
ate at Hangchow had now disappeared. 


I am quite convinced that American commercial 


interests would: be far better served if the appro- 
priation. for Hangchow was transferred and made av-— 
silable for Tsingtao. There is considerable Ameri- 
can shipping in Tsingtao, and matters in connection 
with discharged sailors, and so forth, are frequently 
referred to us here. It is no exaggeration to say 
thet scarcely a week passes that there do not arise 
at least two or three matters which suffer from the 
fact thet we have no ecnadiar representative at Tsing- 
tao. 

As the caverinents of Tsintao is in the hands of 
the Germans a German speaking officer would be very 
desirable. |

possession while in the Hast a large quantity of consular 
notepaper. He wrote numerous letters while in China and 
Japan to various perties, and invariably used government 
stationary. it is quite possible for an American to 
obtein in tae Consulate, as a mere matter of convenience, 
& sheet of paper and an envelope, and had there been only 
one instance of this in the case of Mr. Cullen, the mat- 
ter would not appear important. In the present case, 
however, I find that apparently all his correspondence 
appeay on government stationary. His interviews with 
the press, in which he declared that he was accompanying 
& large shipment of his guns to Japan, and, at the same 
time, his announcements made on every occasion that he was 


an @fficial beamyorf despatches, were a source of much 


irritation to the Russians here, and it was only aftr

Cullen still possesses the Passport which has on its 
face the words "Official Bearer of Pespatches," and as 
Cullen is quite likely to again teke. a trip abroad, it 
would seem to me very desirable if the Department could 
obtein possession of this passport.

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MEMORANDUM 


Mr. Davidson proposes to turn over to the Shanghai relief 


associat ion for the relief of destitute Americans, a portion 
of the fines collected in the Consular Court. He states that 
the former Consul General at Shanghai, Mr. Goodnow, frequently 
turned fines which he collected as Judge of the Consular Court, 
over to charitable institutions, and asks the approval of the 
Department of his proposal to contribute from the f ines to the 
relief Association. 

The fines collected by the Consular officer at Shanghai 
may be considered as collected in two courts - one the American 
Consular Court and the other the so-called Mixéd Court of the 
International ami French Settlement, this latter being in 
reality a municipal court for the enforcement of the municipal 
regulations of the foreign settlement. 

(1) The fines collected in the Mixed Court could not be 
appropriated to the relief of Americans as the Municipal Regula- 
tions provide that all foes, fines and licenses imposed by the 
regulations and by laws shall be carried to the credit of the 
municipal authorities for the purpose of paying the expenses of 
the settlement government. In addition this is a court in 
which all governments represented in the foreign settlement 
are interested and therefore each government would have more 
or less interest in the disposition to be made of fines and 
would probably object if they were used exclusively for the 
benefit of Americans. 

_ (2) As to the fines imposed and collected in the American | 
Consular Court, the statutes of the United States do not make 
any provision for their final disposition. R. S, 4120 pro- 

_ vides that as far as necessary, the fees collected by the 
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Re 
gonsular courts shall be applied to defraying the expenses of 
the courts and that regular accounts shall be made to the Seo- 
retary of State. This would seem to indicate that the excess 
of fees after paying expenses should be turned into the Treasury 
under the general rule that all moneys received from whatever 
sonne on account of the United States shall be so disposed 
of. : 

In a letter iated May 14, 1900, the Comptroller of the 
treasury refers to paragraph 649 of the Consular Regulations 
providing that quarterly returns shall be made of consular 
court cases showing "the disposition of the fines and fees" 


and states that from this pararcraph and the fact that a form 


of return (No. 137) of both fines and fees is prescribed, it 

is evident that while fines are not named in section 4120 

of the Revised Statutes, no distinction appears to have been 
made between them as far as the question of their being official 
or unofficial is concerned. 

The Comptroller states further that “while the law is not 
explicit as to the disposition of the fines in consular courts, 
the general laws governing the disposition of public moneys 
and the long continued practice of the Department of State 
make both fees and fines official and require them to be ac- 
counted for as any other official fee .x x x x x I 
am therefore of the opinion and so decide that fines collected 
by consular courts should be disposed of and accounted for in 
the same way as official consular fees." 

In pursuance of this decision of the Gomptroller, the 
President on July 13, 1900, issued the following Executive 
Order: 

"Consular Court fees, and fines imposed and collected by 
consular courts, are hereby declared to be official. They are 
to be used to defray the expenses of the consular courts, and 


detailed accounts of receipts and expenditures are to be ren-.

From the above it is not seen how the Department can 
authorize or approve of the Vice Consul General's plan to 
turn a portion of the fines over to the relief association. 
If former Consuls General at Shanghai made such disposition 
of the fines they collected they were, to say the least, ex- 
ceeding their authority and probably making themselves liable 
for the misappropriation. 

I suggest that Mr. Davidson be informed that while the 
Department is in entire sympathy with the humane efforts of 
Americans resident in Shanghai in behalf of their destitute 
fellow citizens, it cannot lawfully permit him to make the 
disposition of the court fines which he suggests.

Whether the use of a trade- or hongname is 
unlawful or not, thus becomes a question of fact to be 
decided on the merits of each individual case.

TRANSITIONAL PROVISIONS.

Such recording may only be refused if it be

The idea underlying the above regulation is, that 
marks which have already been in use in China should 
receive preferential treatment. An attempt at attaining 
this object was made in art. 8(c) and 26 of the 
Provisional Regulations; but the wording as well the 
purport of those articles are open to doubt. 

One of the results of the evolution of Foreign 
Commerce in China is that a number of identical or 
similar trade marks are at present in use side by side. 
This fact must be taken into account by the legislator, 


and nothing is more to be deprecated than an inter- 
ference with established custom and vested rights. 
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27.—Although before the Bureau shall have been 
established various officials may have issued proclama- 
tions giving protection to various trade marks, such 
marks shall not receive the benefit of protection unless 
within six months, after the opening of the Bureau 
application shall have made for registration 
according to the provisions of these Regulations.

In all countries where Trademarks are protected, 
protection is based on Registration, which appears to 
this “Chamber to be the only sound basis, but the cost 
of registering 200 or 300 marks under the scale laid 
down in Regulation 23 is prohibitive, and this Chamber 
ventures to suggest that the diffculty might be met by 
requiring owners of Trade Marks registered abroad, 
-and marks which -have been used in China for over 
two. years to deposit guch marks with the Registrar 
accompanied. by satisfactory proof of tifle, in order 
that the Registrar might have in his possession the 
necessary particulars for reference when considering 
applications.

On the 12th of March 
we observed that the prisoner head a high fever, and 
on calling in the physician we were informed that 
he was suffering from small-pox. fhe prisoner was 
immediately removed to the Isolation Hospital and 
there given the best of care end treatment; but 
as the attack was very severe, I regret to state 
thet he died on March 20th, andwas buried at Govern- 
ment expense. 

As Jackson had only been in the prison six days 
previous to his illness, the disease was contracted 
outside of the Consulate. On discovering thenature 
of the disease we took immediate steps to have the 
jail cleaned and disinfected, and all clothing and 
‘bedding fumigated, and I am glad to report that we 
have had no further small-pox among the eight pri- 
soners now confined in our small jail.

In reading over the report made by the Hon. 
Herbert H. D. Peiree, on the subject of Consul- 
ates in Asia, I observe that he recommends the 
Government ownership of the Consular ee in 
Shanghat. 

This ‘is @ matter of very great importance, 
and as property values are increasing very rapid- 
ly in Shanghai, it would be greatly to our advan- 
tage if an appropriation for at least the land 
could be obtained as soon as possible. The probd- 

lem in Shanghai is a rather unique one, and in no 
way to be compared with those arising in connec- 
tion with our Saropean Consulates. Unlike the 
Consulates of Europe, this office comprises, in 
addition to the usual Consulate, a court and jail 
and a post office. It is also very desirable, for 
reasons which will appear to the Department, that 
in China the principal ceawalar officer should 

jive in the Consulate: 

There are st preseht resident Americans in 
Shanghai exceeding two thousand in number, and 
all matters thet would be attended to by the city

county officials of a town of that size in the 
United States are hare cared for in the Consulate, 
in addition to the transaction of numerous matters 
connected with the shipping and trade. 


In obtaining an appropriation for a Consulate 
Building, it might be considered as a requisition 
for three different establishments, viz: Consul- 
ate, Court House, and Post Office. These could be 
most conveniently combined in one, and if we add 
to them sufficient sccomodation for a Commercial 
museum (which, I believe,has been recommended by the 
President), we shoula then be able to have a build- 
ing which would at least not compere unfavorably 
with the local Consular Buildings of the smaller 
European Powers. At present, our Consulate is 
inferior t6 the other fourteen establishments here, 
with the exception of the Portuguese Consulate. 

The landlord from whom we obtain the present 
building informs me that after the expiration of 
the present lease, the rent will be doubled. If 
this was an Amer ican Consulate in Europe, and there 
did ‘not ‘exist thenecessity for a Court House, Jail 
and Post Office, it would then be possible to rent 


e few rooms in some office building in the center 
of the city; but as it is in Shanghai, it is ab- 
solutet? “Fo 1Pe the work in quarters any smaller 
: than those we at present possess; and as the work 
is yearly increasing, these quarters will, within 

two or three years, be too smell. 
Furthermore 


thermore, owing to the fact that so mish ¢om- 
neroiel vusiness ie transected here, it is ne- 
cossary for us to be in the business di strict. 
Ife Government Building is not ereoted, or the 
present rent sllowence ig not imreased, it will 

be necessary, at the oo nol usi on of our present 

lease, to go inte the suburbs at least a mile from 
the business district, in order to obtain esmuch 
room as we at present possess. 

Our Post Office handles some four thousand 
bage of mil a year. . There is a large demand for 
post office boxes, and to obtain the necessary room 
I have been obliged to take one more room from the 
Consulate and devote it to Post Office needs. 
Having the Court Room attached to the Consul- 
ate would be @ very conveniént errengement, even 
were there provided a judicial establishment in- 
dependent of the Consulate. It would appear very 
advisable, in order to obtain as presentable a 
plece as possible, that any appropriation for a 
Consulate, Post Office, or Commercial Museum that 
may be obtained, he combined in constructing one 
building. | 

I have made @ very careful study of the re- 
quirements of a Consulate here, and I enclose here- 
with plans grew to scale. Phe Department will 
Observe that the building combines Consulate, Court 
Room, dail, Post Office, and residence for the Con- 
gul and Jsiler.
